Hebrew Root or other, ſignifying what the Latins call Defe&us 
Lucis, or in plain Engliſh a defect of Light: For you muſt un- 
derſtand (Gentle Reader) that the Lingviſts in all Ages have 
been mightily :dditted, when they wanted a Word, to borrow 
it out of the Language of theAncients z and then, after having 
been in full poſſeſon of it for a Century or two, to ſwear by 
the Blood of their Bodies it was their own : Though in taking 
the original Senſe along with it they are not ſo culpable ; for 
Inftance, the Word Dunce was taken from Duxs Scorus, a 
Man particularly eminent for his great Learning, deep Pene- 
tration, and Subrilty in Argument, inſomuch that he generally 
went by the Name of the Subtle Dofer. This Man dying— 
as moſt Biographers are of Opinion it was that which ſtop'd his 
Tongue—This Man dying, I ſay, thoſe of his Succeſſors who 
approached the neareft to him in profound Learning and deep 
Penetration went by the Name of Dons. In Proceſs of Time 
it was uſed by way of Irony (a Figure in Rhetoric) for a Per- 
ſon whoſe Intellects were defeetive, or according to the more 
modern Way of ſpeaking, had but a very indifferent Knoy- 
Jedge Box, ſuch a one went by the Name of Dos, Axzglice 
Dvuxce, till at laſt the original Signification was quite for- 
gotten, and the Word Dux ct at this Day means neither more 
nor leſs than a downright Blockhead, 


As to the Alteration of the Spelling, nothing ever was more 
common, as will appear to any who will be at the Trouble of 
reading all our Authors from the Days of ancient Chaucer to 
the polite Age in which we now live. We have a notable In- 
ftance of this in the Authonr of the Draper's Letters, who de- 
rives his Genealogy from King Pepin 3 ſome of the Branches 
of that royal Family in the next Age bore the Name of Pippin; 
and ſo in a Courſe of rolling Ages and circling Years, the roya 
and original Name changed from PEeivN to DRAPER in Man- 
ner following : | | 


The f$1f Alteration was from Pepin to Pippin; the next was 
from Pippin to Pippikin ; again from Pippikin to Nippilin; then 
from NMipilin to Napkin; laſtly, from Naphin to Diaper; and 
from Dia er to Draper. ä 


Another Cauſe of Alteration in the Spelling I take to be 
this; that in borrowing Words from other Languages —_ 
ye

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bye-the-bye were never deſigned to be paid again) at one and 
the ſame Time to ſuit it to the Idiom of the Language it was 
'Jent to, and to ſecure it for their own when they had it, it has 
ever been thought adviſeable to lop off a Letter or two at the 
End of a Word, while Multiplication, Diviſion, Conſecration, 
"Communion, Salvation, Damnation, cuẽãg multis aliis, ending 
in i, o, u, are Anglicis'd by the Addition of a Letter; whereas 
take away the Letter , and the Latins would ſwear theſe 
Words and Hundreds more were all their own, in ſpite of an 
Engliſhman's Teeth. 


On the other Hand, while theſe are anglicis'd by Augmen- 
tation, many others are made pure Engliſh by Contraction ; 
thus, for Inſtance, Sepulchrum ſignifies a Sepulchre 3 Monu- 
mentum, a Monument; Juſtus, Juſt ; Unitas, Unity; Perſona, 
a Perſon ; Coralium, a Coral; Tempeftus, a Tempeſt ; with 
many a Score of other Words that 1 could quote, and which 
are by this Means ſecured to the Engliſh Language, which elſe 
would flee away to their original Source, and not leave a ſuf- 
ficient Quantity (Gentle Reader) for our two learned Heads to 
communicate their Sentiments by. 


But although, as I have already obſerved, that they are not 
always ſtrict as to the original Senſe, an Inſtance of which I 
gave in the Word Dux ck, and which I ſhall further prove in 
the Word Aftrologer, which is derived from the Latin Word 
Aflrologus, which came from the Greek Word acgoxzy0-, which 
formerly fignified a Man ſapient in Futurity, by his wonderful 
Knowledge derived from Planetary Aſpects : This ſame Word 
I fay is at this Time in the Language of plain Senſe, which 
(by the Way) is the beſt Language a Man can ſpeak, if he 
has but a Head to hit upon it, no more than to. call a Man & 
ſtupid Fool, or an idle, ignorant, loggerheaded Jack-Aſs. 


However, the Word Eclipſe, Eclitfir, alias Exaulic, has 
apparently all along kept to its original Meaning, wiz. an 
Obſcuration, either partial or total, of ſomewhat, which other- 
wiſe would have ſhone in its native Luftre, Thus the Moon 
interpoſing betwixt the Sun and the Earth, hides, or in other 
Words, eclipſes all or Part of that great Luminary : The 
Earth, on the other Hand, intervening between the Sun and 
the Moon, by how much ſhe takes off the Sun's Rays, by fo 
much alſo is that beautiful Object his ſrom our View. The 
Caſe is the ſame with Nelly and Roger, when Nelly hides Part 
of the Charms of a beautiful Face, by eclipſing it with a 
Patch, Roger, by Way of Revenge, forms another Eclipſe by 
Meaas of a Pair of Buck-ſkin Breeches, |

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Having in the preceding grammatical, logical, ecliptical 
Diſcourſe ſhewn my profound Learning, and given to the 
Reader the moſt deep Information, to the great Satis faction 
(I doubt not) of us both, I proceed to illuſtrate the grand Phe. 
nomena of Eclipſes yet further, and make my numerous modeſt 
and ingenious Cuſtomers (I mean the Ladies) truly and ex- 
actly to — rey wo the ſame ; I would chuſe to follow the

I ſaid to myſelf ;—I wiſh my good Maſters, the Company of 
Stationers, would be ſo good as to augment my Salary, for 
writing theſe Poor Robins by Farthing Candles plays the De- 
vil with weak Eyes.—All this I endured without either calling 
Heaven, Earth, or even Hell to Witneſs my Mi:fortunes.— 
Dr. Goldſmith, faid I ro myſelf, you are right.—There are 
Multitudes of Noble Souls in the World, whom the World 
knows nothing of ; and of whom, indeed, the World is not 
worthy. Witneſs the Curate of— (I cannot juſt now name 
the Place) who ſerved but three Livings for the amazing Sum 
of forty Pounds a Year ; although he had only a Wife and 
ſix Children to maintain out of it :—The Rector, his Maſter, 
who lived upon his own Eftate, and to be ſure allowed him 
generouſly, confidering that all the three did not amount to 
much more than four Hundred and Fifty, wrote him a Let- 
ter, wiſhing him to exerciſe his Genius to the uttermoſt 
Stretch, and make him an excellent Sermon againf all Kinds 
of Smuggling ; as he was to preach it at an Aſſize before a 
learned Judge, in a Maritime County.—Did he call Heaven 
and Earth to Witneſs his unbappy Fate ;—No.—lle fat him 
down coolly and a learned Diſcourſe againſt robbing the King 
of Dues, by the Light of a Candle of his own making. 


For my Part, I muſt needs ſay, that I find more Delight in 
picking up every Scrap of Intelligence I can find in the Hiſtory 
of Solomon Snrp and his Partner Peggy, than in reading the 
tragical Hiſtory of the greateſt Heroes of Antiquity, who 
wading to Empire through Rivers of Blood, deſtroyed one 
Half the World, that they might enſlave the other: Beſides 
theſe are Scenes, in which I, nor Millions beſides me, can ever 
act; therefore, how good ſo ever the Moral may be, it is 
Joſt to us, becauſe we never can practice the Leſſon; but the 
humble Scenes exhibited in the Cottage of the Peaſant ſtrike 
home to every Breaſt. That through the Crofles, and Diſap- 
pointments attenaant upon the fluctuating Scenes of this tran- 
ſirory Life, tormenting Thoughts and dreadful Apprenhen- 
ſions ſhould pain the Head, is an Affair common to the Children 


of Mortality; but, when Poyerty uncovers the Back, and - 


Famine 
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Famine with his Bony Fingers pinches the Belly of the un- 

happy Mortal, diſregarded by the Rich and unnoticed by all; 

I fay, to ſee this Man travel through the thorny Vale of In- 
digence without Deſpondency ; is a Sight which the Gods 

might look upon with Applauſe; To ſee Genius in ſpite of 

Poverty emerging to Light; and Fancy dreſſing up new and 

Shining though viſionary, Scenes, amidit the darkeſt Shades 
of Adverſity, is the moſt certain Indication of the wonderful 
Powers veſted in the Human Soul, 


It was in ſuch a State as this that we leſt poor Svip and 
Peggy at the Concluſion of our laſt Year's Performance ; I will 
now endeavour, from what I can collect from the ſhatter'd 
Remains of my Manuſcript, to proceed with the Prologue — 
Snip after having, by the magical Powers of an inimitablg 
Fancy, transformed his old tatter'd Garment into a high and 
finiſh'd Scene of a noble and curious Portico, embelliſhed with 
all the Skill of Architecture, humble adrances.— He looks 
round with Aſtoniſhment at the auguſt Aſſembly—for the 
ſame enchanting Powers of Imagination, which had worked 
ſuch Wonders upon his ole Coat, had expanded his little 
Hut into a noble Theatre—turn'd Peggy into a Princeſs—the 
Bitch into a Maid of Honour—her blind Puppies into Cabinet 
Council Men—and the Mice into Courtiers : who are always 
creeping round the Throne and nibbling at Preferment, 


Struck with the Grandneſs of the apparent Scene, and the 
high Quality of his ſplendid Audience; with Awe he bowed, 


and ſpoke as follows | 


LADIES AND GENTLEMEN, 


To raiſe the Soul by Means of Wood and Wire; 
To ſkrew the Fancy up juſt one Peg high'r; 
In Miniature to ſhew the World at large, 
As Folks conceive a Ship, who've ſeen a Barge 
Or by a Halfpenny a Man may «now 
(Can he count Twenty-four) how Shillings go: 
This is the Scope of all our AQor's Play, 
In hopes their Wooden Aims wall not be thrown away. 


Now pray, ſays Peggy, looking very ſerious, 


Ne Gibe or Glance at any Thing myſterious ; 
6 But 
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But be your whole Performance chaſte and good, 
Like honeſt Actors made of Chriſtian Wood. 
My Liege, ſays Sip, let that Idea vaniſh, | 
All Ribalery from this chaſte Stage we baniſh : 
Be each Thing done to ſuit your Royal Will— 
(For Snip thought Peggy was a Princefs ſtill.) 


He contiriued his Prologue as follows: 


Aſop whoſe Works demand our laſting Praiſe, 

What was he but the Punch of former Days ? 

He who made Fiſhes, Birds, and Beaſts to ſpeak, 

And even Trees hold Diz!ogues in Greek. 

Yet he (ſays Hiſtory) in outward Shape, 

Was but an ill drawn Figure of an Ape; 

His Features all diftorted, and the Bunch 

Upon his Back, ſpeaks him the ancient Punch. 

Then marvel not, if on the preſent Night, 

While we endeavour all for your Delight, 

You ſee around new Rocks and Mountains riſe, 

While Vallies ſink before your wond'ring Eyes; 

New Skies where never ſcorching Suns appear, 

No Tempeſt howls, no Thunder rends the Air: 
But all around is ſmiling and ſerene, | 
Like Cupids waiting on the Cyprian Queen 
Peggy's Head here began to be rather turn'd. When a Per- 

ſon has only once taſted the Streams of Parnaſſus, 'tis an eaſy 
Matter to get intoxicated. —Sn;p proceeded —He ſaw Toy 
ſparkle in her Eye—Perſuaſion dwelt upon his Tongue.—She 


was all Attention; he all Eloquence — To make ſhort of it, 
he went on as follows: | 


Behold a Scene that's wondrous, great, and new, 
Behold Elyzium opens to your View ! | 
The Right bedeck'd with Rocks and lofty Mountains, 
And Lawns, and flow'ry Vales and Chryital Fountains ; 

| While, 
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While, at a Diſtance, you may dimly ſcan 

The filent Groves which Zephyrs gently fan, 

And here the Shades of ancient Heroes bold, 

Crown'd with eternal Laurels you behold ; 

And in yon Thicket ſee the verdant Bow'rs, 

Where Heſiod and Homer ſpend their Hours. 

Princeſs ! beho!d you theſe delightful Walks, 

"Tis there the great majeſtic Virgil ſtalks. 

That Road will lead you to the Shade of Plato, 

And in yon ſpacious Cave dwells the unconquer'd Cato, 


Poor Peggy's Head could bear no more. Rap'd in the beatifio 
Viſion of Enthuſiaſm, Peggy now grew as delirious as Snip,— 
All the calm Beauties of Elyſium, as pictured out by the 
Poets; all the Pageants and Shews of Greece and Rome poſ- 
ſeſſed her Mind. The Souls of Plautus and Terence ſtood in 
fall Appearance before her—She was now more than commonly 
Royal.—She ſtarted up in all the Pomp of ragged Majeſty, and 
taking the only Blanket ſhe had from the Bed, wrapp'd it 
found the two Armed Chair, and fat upon it as a Throne... 
Happy Pair! How filly it is to wiſh for Soul- unſatisſying 
Riches, while Ideal Power makes us much hapyi:r, Oh, 
could this but continue, what Genius would change Places 
with a Lord? But unhappily as the Princeſs was ſtooping 
down to reach a Chair without a Back for her Footſtool, bump 
goes her Head againſt a crazy Table, down fell that; out goes 
the Candle; the Maid of Honour fell a barking ; the two 
Cabinet Council fat ſilent; and the Courtiers in the Cuphoard 
ſneak'd away, leaving Peggy and Snip to go to Bed in the 


Dark. 


This ſudden and unexpected Misfortune, whatever Effect it 
might have upon Orator Snzþ and Princeſs Peggy, happened 
very lucky for me, for my Head was ſo entirely taken up with 
gentle Zephyrs, ſilent Groves, Silver Streams, and cooling 
Shades, that I began to ſuſpect that Charon had ferried me 
over when I was aſleep, and was juſt about to enquire for my 
Great Great-Grandfather, the firſt Projector of this learned 
and wonderful Performance,. when this Accident happening 
awaked me from my Reverie, juſt Time enough to find that 
while I had buſied my Head with other Peoples Buſineſs I had 


neglected my own, having arrived at my laſt Leaf, and the
